"Of course, there is no question as 
to permanence of the club itself, but 
the maintenance of our clubhouse — 
our club home — is getting to be a 
problem. 

"We do feel that the clubhouse is 
one of the significant characteristics 
of our city, just as are the Wisteria 
Vine and the Youth Hut. But we find 
its upkeep becoming a burden.
